Hank Gonnella called me the other 
evening. At the New York State Cham- 
pionship match to be held at Camillus, 
N.Y. on August 20 and 21 there will be a 
Junior competition. 

Prizes will be awarded for first through 
third places. That is good news for junior 
shooters. 

* * * 

The past few months have found me in 
search of the solution to a problem of a 
mysterious nature. At least it was a mys- 
tery to me. 

Suddenly | started to experience split 
case necks with a cartridge which is not 
known for split necks (the PPC). The 
splits would not be long or wide. They 
were almost hairline in nature. 

A discussion with Dr. Lou Palmisano 
— the PPC man — revealed nothing. We 
both eventually measured one of the

split necks and could find no evidence 
that the neck was thinner at the area of 
the split. It was a puzzle. 

Recently, while recovering from surg- 
ery, | took some time and carefully 
checked the condition of my necks on 
about 95 cases which | have been using 
for over 2 years. Was | surprised. 

Close examination revealed that the 
cases were covered with minor vertical 
scratches on the neck. These scratches 
were not very deep or obvious. On a 
polished neck they could be seen with 
the naked eye if you were looking for 
them. They were the clue to the split 
necks. 

Using a 4X magnifier | could see a 
scratch mark in the neck sizing area of 
my die. It was small but it was enough to 
make the cases grooved. Now the split 
necks had a cause. 

Although the average number of 
scratches on any one neck was 28 the 
brass appeared to be in good shape and 
a micrometer revealed that the scratches 
were not causing the necks to be too 
thick or thin. 

It appears that these fine scratches 
were all that was necessary to start a 
minor work-hardening of the necks; with 
the eventual result being very fine splits 
in the neck. 

The obvious tale to tell is to keep a 
close watch on the condition of any 
reloading die, be it a hand die or a 7/8-14 
die. Minor problems such as this one 
can have major results in time. 

Gone forever, perhaps, is the clue to 
how the die received that original 
scratch. Maybe it was caused by insert- 
ing a decapping pin with a sharp or 
broken point. Maybe it was caused by 
just plain dirt. Who knows? 

Future observations will be more fre- 
quent and of a much closer nature. 
Although | cleaned this die on about a 
monthly basis the fault still escaped me. 
Perhaps a few good groups and aggreg- 
ates also escaped me for the same 


reason.

25 Years Ago 


e Fifty two shooters from seven states 
attended the first registered bench 
rest tournament conducted by the 
Wilkes Barre, Pa. Rifle and Pistol 
Club. The thirty brand new benches 
were solid but without cover, and a 
successful pendulum type of moving 
backer system was in use. Top 
shooters were Tom Higgins, Bryan 
Gordon, Charles Hart, Clyde Hart, Roy 
Pullen, Ed Speary and Homer Culver. 

@ The existing 100 yard ten shot world 
record was Officially declared broken 
by Al Marcianti. His group measured 
0.350”. Nowadays a .350” group will 
go unnoticed.

e Paul Gottschall and his 22-250 
cleaned up at the first Fort Roberdeau 
bench rest championship matches 
sponsored by the Altoona, Pa. Rifle 
and Pistol Club. The Ohio shooters 
were just beginning to be heard from, 
with Paul destined to become one of 
the greatest bench rest shooters of all 
time. 

@ Fifteen year old Billy Cotter from Little 
Falls, N.Y. took all of the marbles at a 
one day Johnstown shoot on July 12, 
1952. The club conducted 15 matches 
at 100 yards, 5 ten shooters, and 10 
five shooters! The standard now ap- 
pears to be six matches per day; a 
warm up and five for record. 


@ Commercial names such as Pfeifer, 
Buhmiller, Sierra, Apex, Freeland, Jor- 
dan, Gradle, Unertl, Llanerch, Lyman, 
Heatbath, Vail, Canjar, Banta and 
RCBS pervaded the ad sections of the 
magazine. 

e@A shooter submitted a ‘‘sorely ag- 
grieved” complaint because a tiny 
difference in group size put him out of 
the money. Big round tears ran down 
my face when | read this. The poor 
fellow didn’t know that the precise 
measurement of a group depends ona 
sharp, black, bullet hole print coupled 
with instrument and subjective opera- 
tor errors. 


A Versatile Measuring Tool 


One of the most useful tools the 
shooter/handloader can have is a ver- 
nier or dial caliper. A 6” unit is probably 
adequate for 99% of all needs, and can 
be had for less than $40. As such tools 
do not wear out, the shooter is wise to 
buy for quality, not price; the old adage 
“the bitter taste of dissatisfaction lingers 
long after the sweet taste of money 
saved has been forgotten,” applies here 
with full force. 

The vernier caliper is capable of mak- 
ing accurate measurements and may be 
less expensive than a dial caliper, but it 
is much less easily read, and therefore 
more readily misread. The dial caliper, 
on the other hand, is fast, accurate, and 
very easily read. 

The caliper selected should be capa- 
ble of measuring in .001” increments. 
Such precision is not always required, 
but it is needed more often than not. 

The caliper can be used to measure 
bullet diameters, reloading die settings,

case head expansion, cartridge and 
loaded round overall lengths, and target 
groups. It can also be used to measure 
illustrations and thereby obtain dimen- 
sions which are not specified — for ex- 
ample, | once measured an illustration of 
a Lyman 20X LWBR to obtain the 
diameter of the eyepiece end: | figured it 
to be 1.610’, based on the known 1” 
diameter of the main tube, and ordered 
my scope bases accordingly. When the 
scope arrived, | measured it and found it 
to be 1.561’ — an error of only 3%. Scal- 
ing from drawings may not always give 
results this close, but it is certainly a 
good place to start if you have no better 
information. Another example of this use 
of a caliper would be measuring the 
makers’ illustrations of cast or jacketed 
bullets. The length of a particular bullet 
may be in question. If you know its ac- 
tual diameter, and can measure the 
diameter and length of the bullet as il- 
lustrated, it’s a simple step to a pretty 


close fix on the bullet’s actual length. 

Once you have had a caliper around 
the reloading bench for a few days, 
you’ll wonder how you ever got along 
without one. Its versatility far surpasses 
that of a micrometer and the latter often 
offers no significant advantage to the 
handloader in terms of accurate 
measurement.

Winchester Views Hunting: 
The Freshening Tradition 


Of the original American traditions 
that have endured to the present, none is 
more vigorous than the tradition of hunt- 
ing. A colorful symbol of our national 
youth, hunting still flourishes in our 
maturity. 

There are about 20-million hunters in 
the United States today — five times as 
many people as the entire U.S. popula- 
tion in 1790. Instead of waning, as some 
of our earliest traditions have, hunting 
continues to freshen because it fills a 
deep and growing need in modern life. It 
is aclassic exercise in personal freedom 
and conscience, a challenge to one’s 
understanding of nature and skills to 
cope with it — and certainly a test of 
one’s sense of responsibility towards the 
environment and all the creatures in it. 

Our hunting is a remarkable thing. 
Even with increasing numbers of hunt- 
ers taking to the field, the population of 
many species of game in North America 
is greater than ever before. This doesn’t 
just happen. Today, the United States 
and Canada are the wildlife manage- 
ment leaders of the world. Thousands of 
university-trained people at the federal 
and state levels are guiding the destiny 
of our wildlife resources — employing a 
biological approach to game manage- 
ment that is based on three principles: 

1. Game abundance is a result of 
quality habitat. 

2. The overabundance of game that 
can develop as a result of con- 
trolled-habitat management needs 
to be thinned out for the sake of the 
game itself. Overpopulation means 
starvation for most species. 

3. By adjusting hunting seasons and 
bag limits, recreational hunting can 
be carefully regulated to assure a 
proper balance between game 
population and the habitat 
resources available. 

It was hunters who found the biologi- 
cal facts needed to manage wildlife, and 
hunters who developed new ways to fi- 
nance research and management. In 
1975, American hunters spent more than 
$220-million for hunting licenses and 
special taxes on arms and ammunition 
— money that was earmarked for wildlife 
restoration. Even more will be spent in 
the years to come. 

In spite of this, or partly because of it, 
hunting has enemies. 

Some people feel hunting is cruel and 
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wasteful, and endangers a precious 
resource. The most militant are blind to 
any reason or compromise. Yet, the 
hunter has obligations to his reasonable 
critics and to non-hunters in general. 

The prime obligation is that his act of 
hunting does not jeopardize a hunted 
species. To endanger any wildlife 
species is the greatest possible ‘“‘wrong”’ 
in hunting. However, no wildlife species 
today is threatened by hunting when 
controlled by modern game manage- 
ment. The biological system of game 
management has actually brought many 
species from scarcity to abundance: 
pronghorn antelope, deer, wild turkey, 
elk, beaver and others. Management has 
helped preserve habitat not only for 
game but for many non-game wildlife 
species as well. 

The hunter is also obliged to hunt in 
such a way as to shame neither himself 
nor the animal he hunts. He must go 
afield with respect and knowledge, giv- 
ing advantage rather than taking advan- 
tage. If the hunter meets these obliga- 
tions, his enemies can never prevail. 

Some anti-hunters are not against 
hunting in principle, but hunting in prac- 
tice. They are opposed to the ‘slob 
hunter’’ — the gunner who lacks respect 
for others, the land on which he hunts, 
and the game he hunts there. He may or 
may not be an outlaw, for it is possible to 
obey hunting’s laws while violating its 
spirit and its ethics. But lawful or not, the 
slob hunter’s acts are ones of cynicism 
and contempt. 

The hunting fraternity can no longer 
tolerate such persons and there is pro- 
bably no better way of purging our ranks 
of these offenders than with all-out 
hunter safety training programs in every 
state. These must involve gun safety, of 
course. But just as important, they must 
entail basic instruction in game manage- 
ment, hunting ethics and practices, and 
instill an abiding intolerance of slob 
hunting. 

Through almost all of human exis- 
tence, huntable land and huntable 
wildlife have preceded the hunter. In- 
deed, they caused the hunter. But this 
has been reversed. Today and in the 
future, it is the hunter who must cause 
huntable land and wildlife. There is no 
doubt that he will do so. The hunter to- 
day is spending more for the things he 
loves, and is fighting harder to defend 


them, than ever before. The cultural 
pressures that deepen the plight of 
wildlife also deepen the hunter’s need 
for that wildlife, and for all that it means 
to him. Of our original traditions, hunting 
is not only a strong survivor but shows 
signs of freshening as others fade and 
fail.

THE HAND DIE 


Newcomers to benchrest competition 
are often intrigued by the hand dies used 
for reloading at the match between 
relays. Something new? Not at all. This 
method of reloading cartridges has been 
around for some time in one form or 
another. These dies were in a fair stage 
of development in the 1930’s by such 
precision seeking gents as L. E. Wilson, 
J. B. Sweany and Belding and Mull, to 
name only a few. Throughout the U.S. 
others were working along the same 
lines. Too bad we have no full list of the 
people who brought us to the present, 
somewhat standardized, design we find 
in general use today. 

The true usefulness of these hand dies 
depends on how well they are made. The 
machine work during their construction 
must be perfect if we are to get full top 
performance from them. Every part must 
be perfectly in alignment with zero 
tolerances. Therefore, they cost more 
than conventional dies which are mass 
produced in automatic machines for 
economy reasons. 

That sounds like a dig at conventional 
loading die manufacturers. That is not 
intended. On the contrary, they are an 
excellent buy and do the job very well. 
Dies for reloading presses must be made 
to properly reload cases for any number 
of slightly different chambers, and do it 
safely. | have several such dies for neck 
sizing that will do the job as well as any 
custom hand die. The hand die, on the 
other hand, is made for neck sizing (and 
depriming) and is custom made to fit the 
customer’s rifle chamber perfectly. The 
die maker requests a few fired, unsized 
cases to make the die for the desired 
custom fit. In use the only movement of 
brass is that small portion of the neck 
which holds the bullet with proper ten- 
sion. If the neck area of the chamber is 
near minimum, split necks after a num- 
ber of reloading cycles are nearly 


unheard of and forty new cases will nor- 
mally wear out a barrel. 

The neck sizing and depriming hand 
dies come in two general forms. One is 
simply a round die several inches long 
into which a chamber has been reamed 
as in barrel chambering. The neck of the 
reamer, however, is undersized. The die 
maker then reams the neck portion of 
the die to the desired diameter with 
some lapping compound to get perfect 
bullet seating pressure. The cartridge is 
deprimed and ejected from the die witha 
removable knockout rod which has a 
depriming pin at the end. 

The second type is somewhat more 
complicated, and therefore more costly 
to make. The die body is made up of two 
parts, the lower part reamed for the 
chamber. The top and bottom of the die 
are threaded together or held together 
with machine screws. The lower part of 
the top half of the die has a cavity into 
which an insert is fitted. This insert is the 
part that makes contact with the neck of 


the case and does the sizing. This 
system makes possible a number of in- 
serts for different neck tensions. The 
knockout pin is made in such a manner 
that it cannot come out of the die. 

The bullet seating die must be well 
made, although somewhat simpler to 
make up. L. E. Wilson has been making 
such a seating die for more years than | 
can remember. If you check a number of 
Wilson seating dies you'll find an O.D. 
tolerance of .001’.. No reason for this 
other than that is Wilson’s style. The 
seating die is again a die body into 
which a chamber has been reamed. The 
neck portion of this chamber is the same 
as a rifle chamber as far as clearance is 
concerned. A properly fitted and lapped 
seating pin goes into the top of the die. A 
large knob on the pin acts as an ad- 
justable stop to control seating depth. 

We are blessed with a number of peo- 
ple who make these die sets today.

tion, all do an excellent job if they are 
made by those who cater to the 
benchrest game and are fully aware of 
the needs and wants of the competitors. 
There are a few things that should be 
understood. Although the bullet seating 
die must be near perfect, the neck sizing 
and decapping hand die is the tool 
which determined the concentricity of 
the loaded round. The runout most com- 
petitors desire is something less than 
.0015”" and some demand .0005” and get 
it. The factors that make this possible 
are known to the die maker; and in order 
not to have every diemaker become the 
recipient of nasty mail and returned dies, 
the above tolerances may not be possi- 
ble for a number of reasons. Even the 
most perfect die cannot do much about 
chambers that are not perfectly round or 
in line with the bore, bolt faces that are 
not square with the bore center, extrac- 
tors that are hard on case heads or 
bullets that have errors. Some lots of 
brass are far from perfect, with much 
flowing and other weaknesses. That is 
an additional reason why the die maker

RIFLING TWIST? 


There is a question which | would like 
to have clarified. 

What effect does the rifling twist have 
on a6mm bullet? | see twists listed as 1 
in 14”, 1 in 12”, 1 in 10” and 1 in 9”. 
From what | have read most bench 
shooters use the 1 in 14’. Does the twist 
have any effect on velocity?

The 14” twist in the 6mm will usually 
handle superior quality bullets of 
weights up to 75 grains at the usual 
velocities of 3,000 to 3,500 Ibs. 

An attempt to understand the twist 


wants some brass fired in your chamber. 
If he detects something, you’ll probably 
hear from him. Take such correspond- 
ence to heart, he is working for your best 
interests. 

Hand die sets (they are often referred 
to as hammer dies) come in different 
outside diameters and lengths, generally 
determined by what the maker thinks is 
best for the average user. Some are so 
nicely finished it seems a shame to beat 
them with a soft face hammer or use 
them out in the rain. But kept clean in- 
side and out, they will seemingly last 
forever. | have one such die made for me 
by Larry Englebrecht of Wichita, Kansas 
that has worn out some six barrels and 
lord known how many cases. 


phenomena should relate it to the af- © 
fect of spin on a top. A fat short top that 
is well balanced will spin and stay 
upright at low spin rates. A tall skinny 
top with unbalance requires a terrific 
rate of spin to make it stand upright. We 
all learned these things if we played with 
tops as youngsters. Most bullets can be 
likened to tall skinny tops. They require 
a relatively high rate of spin to keep 
them point on. So if the velocity of a 70 
grain 6mm bullet is 3000 f/s at the muzzle 
of a 14” twist barrel it is spinning at the 
rate of 300 equals 2571.43 r.p.s. Ina 12” 
twist it would have 3000 r.p.s. or 180,000 
r.p.m. 

The 9” twist in the 6mm will usually 
handle bullets to 110 grains. Twist does 
not affect velocity more than minutely.

Heck, 
no! Some of the top performers use a 
reloading press and conventional 
reloading dies. Some use the press for 
neck sizing and depriming, others for 
seating and still others use the press all 
the way. 

At a recent match | noted that Jim and 
Donalee Stekl were using a press and 
conventional dies. I’d wager the dies 
had been given a good checking and 
perhaps some lapping here and there if 
found to be wanting, but both are in the 
habit of taking home whatever loot is to 
be won. So, feel no limitation if you lack 
hand dies. They are convenient and han- 
dy, but not a necessity.
